the square surrounding the device at 
the head of the ticket shall contain a 
smiall circle and that a mark within 
this circle shall mean a straight ticket. 
These bills will be introduced in both 
houses on Wednesday provided the cau­ 
cus accepts the committee's reports, 
and they will probably be put through 
the 
Senate under 
a suspension of 
the rules. 
In the house, however, th6 
Republicans have barely enough mem­ 
bers to pass the bills and they wdll have 
to take their regular course aud be read 
upon three separate days.

P aten ts are m ostly concerned w ith 
sm all m echanical details and im prove­ 
m ents— it may be iu candles or um brel­ 
las or it m ay be in the application of 
steam and electricity— and by means of 
these patents enormous profits have 
been secured to second rate inventori, 
but the great iileas and discoveriea 
w hich underlie these details have been 
given to the world gratis. 
There is a general notion th a t if you 
did not protect inventions by m eans of 
patents inventors would cease to invent, 
and m aterial progress would come to a 
standstill.

m echanical gifts do not exercise them 
solely w ith a view to com m ercial profit 
any more than astronom ers search the 
heavens for new worlds w ith an eye to 
registering patents and floating com­ 
panies on the results of th eir discover­ 
ies.

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. I.—The week in 
the senate will open with farther dis­ 
cussion of the Nicaragua canal bill. It 
is expected that this bill will be disposed 
of in some manner during the first half 
of the week. 
Satiater Morgan has given 
notice that he woald ask the senate to 
go on with it today, and it was inferred 
generally when he gave the notice that 
he would ask the senate to sit tonight 
until a vote should be secured. 
It is 
thought now that if he asks for a night 
session at all he will not do so until to­ 
morrow. 
Whether he will succeed in 
securing it then win depend upon the 
seal of those who favor the bill. 
It is 
admitted that a majority of tile senate 
favor the bill and will vote for it if it 
comes to a vote, but whether they will 
voluntarily deprive themselves of a 
night's rest to insure its passage re­ 
mains to be seen. Senators Vilas aud 
Turpie will oppose, the bill by all the 
means af their command, aud will fili­ 
buster to prevent its passage.

ate also passed the bill prepared by the 
state association of swi inbreeder*. es­ 
tablishing stringent regulations to pre­ 
vent the spread of hogoholera, and a bill 
repealing the clause in the insurance 
laws inflicting a penalty of IO per cent 
upon home companies for failure to pay 
losses within (JO days. 
During the week the house passed a 
bill fixing the age of consent at 16 years 
and a measure providing for a commit­ 
tee to visit aud report upon the state in­ 
stitutions before the session of the legis­ 
lature begins. 
In both houses the com­ 
mittees got through their work upon a 
number of important measures aud they 
are now ready for final action.

The English dealers who bold the 
watches during the 12 mouths have to 
keep a daily rocord in regard to tho loss 
or gain of time evidenced by their 
charges, aud they are of course in abso­ 
lute honor bound to keep a correct one 
aud not to tamper with the watches be­ 
yond winding them. No given maker’s 
watch in the competition bears any 
name or distinctive mark other than pe­ 
culiarities of construction by which the 
name of the maker can be identified by 
the holder. The watches are of the 
usual kind manufactured for trading 
purposes and not utero “exhibition” 
watches, and the holder of each prize 
wiuner receives one-half of the award

Washington was a hero even 
to his enemies, yet Washington had ac­ 
tually held a commission in the Brit­ 
ish army, while Paul Jones could say 
to the American congress at the dose of 
the war: “ I have never borne arms under 
any but the American flag, nor have I 
ever borne or acted under any commis­ 
sion but that of fie congress of Amer­ 
ica. ’’ This singular distinction against 
Paul Jones extended to the whole of the 
feeble naval force of the colonies.

diers were treated from the beginning 
as prisoners of war, while until Paul 
Jones forced un excnauge of prisoners 
upon equal terms American sailors were 
formally declared to be “ traitor*, pi 
rates and felons.“—“ Paul Jones,” by 
Mal Iv Elliot Seawall, in Century.

T his C ountry. 
The fact is that the English pnblio 
men who have understood America, or 
who have seemed to care to understand 
her, have, at least until recently, always 
represented a small minority. During 
the first century of our national life 
scarcely an Englishman of eminenoa 
was clear sighted enough to perceive 
America’s real devotion to great ideals. 
Our British kinsmen thought As a horde 
of gradgrinds and nothing else, whereas, 
in spite of a seeming absorption in ma­ 
terial things, the national life was grap­ 
pling with mighty ethical and political 
ideas, which the selfishness and irre­ 
sponsibility of politicians might some­ 
times distort, but could never stifle, 
Leigh Hunt, as Lowell used to remind 
us, could never think of America with­ 
out seeing in imagination a gigantic 
counter stretched all along our seaboard, 
and we bore Hunt’s ridicule with a 
complacency that was the more cheerful 
because his caliber and weight of meta? 
were scarcely great enough to do much 
execution over sea. Carlyle sneered; we 
remembered his dyspepsia and forgave. 
Ruskin emptied the vials of his elo­ 
quent contempt upon our sacrifice to 
America’s freedom aud integrity; we 
abated no jot or tittle of our veneration 
for his prophet’s message, while we 
strove to make just allowance for the 
vagaries of the hypersasthetio tempera 
meat, These things it was easy to con 
done. 
The Englishmen who have understood 
American life have judged it by some­ 
thing besides the froth of the irresponsi­ 
ble press and the antics of provincial 
“statesmen.” Cobden’s fatal exposure 
of his life to do us service aud John 
Bright’s brave words in the hour of oui 
distress can never be forgotten. 
The 
memory of Thomas mighes—alas! that 
we must write “memory” now—will 
alway* remain a rich and fragrant leg­ 
acy, to which, in a peculiar sense, we 
are coheirs with Englishmen, while the 
work of Mr. Bryce has not only won 
our respect and gratitude, but is bound 
to leave deep impress on our life. None 
of these men was blind to the evident 
foibles, defects and crudities of the 
strenuous life of an earnest and viril* 
people.

The man who 
lit the first fire—whether Promt-the us 
or the party from whom he stole th* 
idea, did not get a patent for it. 
Net* 
thor did the man who made the first 
wheel—in every sense one of the most 
revolutionary inventions in the history 
of man. The same thing may be said of 
the invention of soap, candles, gun­ 
powder, umbrellas and the mariner’s 
compass, or, to come down to our own 
day, of the steam engine and the elec­ 
tric telegraph. 
Patents are mostly concerned with 
small mechanical details and improve­ 
ments—it may be in candles or umbrel­ 
las or it may be in the application of 
steam and electricity—and by means of 
these patents enormous profits have 
been secured to second rate inventors, 
but the great ideas and discoveries 
which underlie these details have been 
given to the world gratis. 
There is a general notion that if yon 
did not protect inventions by means of 
patents inventors would cease to invent, 
aud material progress woald come to a 
standstill. 
But history does not bear 
this out in tho least. 
Men with great 
mechanical gifts do not exercise them 
solely with a view to commercial profit 
any more than astronomers search the 
heavens for new worlds with an eye to 
registering patents and floating com­ 
panies on the results of their discover­ 
ies. —Loudon Truth.
